FOUND BY GIRL 


Dorothy Arledge, 9, a niece of 


the deceased man, playing about 
the house, heard the shot and ran 
to the barn thinking that Mr. Ar- 
ledge had shot a groundhog. When 
she turned the corner of the barn 
she saw the body on the ground 
and ran for help. The office of 
Prosecuting Attorney E. L. Cnst 
was notified, when Coroner C, E.

He 
served as an officer on a destroy- 
er during and immediately follow- 
ing the World war. His interest, 
however, soon turned to aviation. 


He was third officer ,in charge 


of navigation, on the ill-fated na- 
val airship, the Shcnandoah, when 
it was wrecked near Ava, O., on 
Sept. 3, 1925. Rosendahl saved the 
lives of a half dozen men when he 
brought the rear section of the 
broken craft to the ground 10 miles 
from the point of the disaster "by 
manuevering it in an expert man- 
ner until it landed safely. 


Following a, period as captain of 


the Los Angeles, Rosendahl was on 
the Graf Zeppelin as a guest of Dr. 
Hugo Eckener when it made its 
first 
trans-Atlantic 
flight 
and 


again when it circled the globe. 


Commander Wiley, born in Chil- 


licothe, Mo., graduated from An- 
apolis a year after Rosendahl, and 
served on destroyers during the 
war. He also was a member of the 
Shenandoah crew but was not on 
the tragic flight.

He declared the po- 
lice were making a real effort to 
enforce the prohibition law in the 
District of Columbia, but were la- 
boring under great handicaps thru 
lack of proper enforcement laws 
and failure of the courts to coop- 
erate. 
Howell blamed the action 


of courts here in imposing light' 
sentences on known felons as con- 


tributing to the crime wave. 


The Howell bill died In a legis- 


lative jam at the close of the last 
session of Congress but its author 
will relntroduce It next December. 
Howell told International News 
Service he would soften some of Its 
drastic provisions but that he plan- | 
ned a real battle to secure its en- j 
actment. 


The bill would permit the search
